W ASHINGTON, M arch 16 — 
The governm ent today appealed 
to th e suprem e court from the

Because of the im in stan ce of 
the case the governm ent will ask 
th at argum ents on it he advanced 
so that an early decision may be 
obtained. 
The action today indicated th at 
the H arding adm inistration will 
back the policy of form er P resi­ 
dent W ilson against the landing 
of the cable.
